Watts, who helps gradu- 
ates develop resumes, is pleased 
the new venture offers students 
and graduates additional ser- 
vices. 

"Like our Career Center, 
the service is aimed at, but not 
limited to, Richmond Commu- 
nity College students and 
graduates," says Watts. "Com- 
munity members are welcome 
to visit our campus and utilize 
these services.

The second phase involves actual construction and must await 
completion of the Community Partnership Campaign.

Criminal Justice Instructor 


Interns at Correctional Unit 


When Steve Smith wants 
to improve his skills in the 
classroom, he leaves it. Last 
year he spent a quarter as a 
special investigator in a dis- 
trict attorney’s office and 
gained a new respect for 
DA’s and their reliance on 
quality police work. After 
spending the past three 
months at Morrison Youth 
Institution, he has gained 
similar insight into the cor- 
rections industry. 

“It’s one thing to teach 
it, another to live it,” says 
Smith, chairman of the 
Criminal Justice curriculum 
at Richmond Community 
College. “It was an uncom- 
fortable few weeks until I 
became accustomed to the 
routine. It is a different world 
with different rules of ac- 
ceptable behavior. For the 


most part I was an observer 
focusing on inmate and staff 
behavior.” 

Smith says a growing 
number of RCC’s Criminal 
Justice majors are employed 
in the corrections field. Since 
construction of additional 
correctional facilities are on 
the horizon, he felt he needed 
to address this area of his 
curriculum. 

“These units are inher- 
ently closed to outsiders,” 
says Smith. “I was flattered 
they allowed me open ac- 
cess to their compound. You 
realize these youthful offend- 
ers are 18- to 21-years-of- 
age. Many people feel they 
are a harder age group to 
handle because of the matu- 
rity factor. I was very im- 
pressed with the unit and the 
ability of officers to deal with 


the wide range of inmate 
behaviors. They currently 
have over 500 human beings 
to manage. That is a feat in 
itself.” 

Smith observed the high 
level of control exhibited by 
the officers. 

“Some students would 
not be mature enough to 
handle this type of work un- 
til they are older,” says 
Smith. “You have to be 
aware that minor incidents 
escalate to major problems 
unless addressed early. Of- 
ficers must be articulate and 
able to write well. Every- 
thing is documented.” 

Smith says the system is 
tremendously effective in 
doing what it is designed to 
do: protecting society from 
further harm by confining 
(See Corrections on Page 11) 
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E ven though Criminal Justice Chairman Steve Smith has 
worked as a police officer and dectective, he says hearing 
prison gates roll and lock behind you is unnerving. The 
glint of sunlight off razor wire is sobering. Smith spent 
three months observing behavior of inmates and officers 
at Morrison Youth Institution . He plans to add a course 
in corrections to RCC's Criminal Justice curriculum 
when the college converts to the semester system next fall. 
Anyone interested in the Criminal Justice curriculum 
should contact Smith for more information. 
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Beginning in July, Pem- 
broke State University will 
offer evening courses at 
Richmond Community Col- 
lege. Thesecourses will lead 
toward bachelor’s degrees in 
Business Administration and 
Sociology. 

“It is probably the single 
greatest opportunity afforded 
area RCC students to con- 
tinue their studies for a four- 
year degree without facing 
prohibitive expense or 
travel,” says Ron Layne, 


Chairman of College Trans- 
fer Curricula. “We at RCC 
look for the program to en- 
joy almost immediate suc- 
cess and believe the PSU/ 
RCC connection will prove 
fruitful for both institutions.” 
Courses offered during 
the summer session are ECN 
100 Economic Perspectives 
and S OC 220 Computers and 
Society. Each is a core course 
requirement for each degree 
program. According to Dr. 
Sylvester Wooten, PSU Di- 


rector of Continuing Educa- 
tion/Summer Session, these 
courses can be used as re- 
quired courses or as elec- 
tives. 

“We will have someone 
on the RCC campus begin- 
ning June 1,” says Dr. 
Wooten. “Classes begin July 
3, so prospective students 
may call me or contact our 
representative in the next 
week or so. We plan to pub- 
lish a tentative one-year 
schedule in local newspapers 


so students will have an idea 
of what we plan to offer. 
There will be five courses 
offered for fall semester.” 
PSU ’s offering of degree 
programs compliments the 
existing opportunities of- 
fered area residents by 
Gardner- Webb University," 
say RCC Dean of Evening 
Programs Mac Montgomery. 
"GWU offers four degree 
programs at night on the 
RCC campus. We're support- 
ive of the programs because 


of the comprehensive ap- 
proach toward offering 
higher education toourcom- 
munity." 

"In an era of economic 
competitiveness, to have 
such opportunities available 
to the community and to have 
so many people take advan- 
tage of them shows this 
community's intent to im- 
prove the quality of the 
workforce." concluded 
Montgomery.

Leila Oates Jones cred- 
its the REAL program at 
Richmond Community Col- 
lege with providing much of 
the guidance she feels has 
made her new business suc- 
cessful. Hard work and de- 
termination instilled by her 
father did the rest. 

Leila owns and operates 
Jones Quality Unlimited in 
Hamlet. The business is lo- 
cated at 208 Hamlet Avenue 
and offers consumers a se- 
lection of jewelry , hats, hand- 
bags, clothing, gifts, and 
skincare products. 

“My father was a farmer 
and I grew up working hard,” 
says Leila.

REAL stands for Rural 
Entrepreneurship through. 
Action Learning. It is a nine- 
month program, that helps, 
participants develop busi- 
ness plans and determine 
whether their business ideas 
are feasible. 

“It’s a road map on how 
to build a business,” says 
Leila. “It gives you direc- 
tion and helps prevent mis- 
takes. You look at location, 
need, how much money you 
need to put back- It prepares 
you for taxes and working 
with an accountant. I kept 
track of all my records, re- 
ceipts, and everything. My 
accountant was amazed. I 


was amazed at how much 
money I saved by putting 
what I learned in class to 
use.” 

Leila says the proper use 
of knowledge is power. 

“I went there hungry,” 
says Leila. “I had a purpose 
and knew where I wanted to 
go. The workbook to de- 
velop your business plan was 
like the yeast in bread. The 
speakers were excellent. The 
sharing of information was 
good. Now when I go to the 
wholesale market, I study 
what is going on and make 
better decisions. I can’t say 
enough about the program.”

KEYBOARDING 

An introduction to the 
touch typing system with em- 
phasis on correct techniques, 
learning the keyboard, and 
simple business correspon- 
dence.

LINGERIE & TEE SHIRT 
SEWING 

This course teaches the 
basic techniques of sewing lin- 
gerie and tee shirts. 
MICROSOFT PUBLISHER 

Learn the details of using a 
desktop publishing program. 
This class is forpeople who can 
type and have an understand- 
ing of computers but want to 
develop their own business 
forms, brochures, banners, 
newsletters, etc. Layout tech- 
niques for developing dynamic, 
eye-catching mailers is also 
covered. 

MICROSOFT EXCEL 
FOR WINDOWS 

Learn how to use this 
spreadsheet package. 
MICROSOFT WORD 6 
FOR WINDOWS 

This course is designed .to 
introduce the student to word 
processing using the Word for 
Windows (also known as 
WinWord) word processing 
program. Topics include for- 
matting and printing letters and 
reports. Learn how to use spell 
checking, the thesaurus, and 
other basic wordprocessing 
tools. Prerequisite: Introduc- 
tion to Computers. Students 
should be familiar with the 
functions common to all Win- 
dows software. 

NATIONAL ELECTRICAL 
CODE 

This courscemphasizes the 
need to follow the National 
Electrical Code when install- 
ing any electrical wiring in all 
residential situations. Students 
will also prepare to take the 
State exam. 

NOTARY PUBLIC 

This course is designed to 
prepare the student to be com- 
missioned/appointed as a No- 


tary Public. Students must have 
a high school diploma or 
equivalency. 

OIL PAINTING 

This in an introductory 
painting course using the Wil- 
liam Alexander technique. An 
explanation of types of brushes 
and brush strokes is followed, 
by a session on blending col- 
ors. Students can complete one 
painting in each class. 
PAINTING TECHNIQUES 

This course deals with oils 
and watercolors for beginning 
artists. 

SEWING 

Students learn the basic 
sewing methods such as how to 
properly fit a pattern, selection 
of fabric, marking, cutting, us- 
ing proper tools, stitching and 
edge finishing. 

SIGN LANGUAGE 

This course is designed to 
teach the skills of finger spell- 
ing and better communication 
with the deaf or hearing im- 
paired. 

SPANISH 

This course covers conver- 
sational Spanish for travel pur- 
poses. 

WELDING 

An introduction to the vari- 
ous processing used for joining 
metal. Lecture, demonstra- 
tions, and practice cover the 
oxyacetylene and arc welding 
processes, filler metals used, 
gases, currents, weldability of 
metals. 

WINDOWS 3.1 

An introduction to the 
graphical userinterface of Win- 
dows 3.1. Topics include ter- 
minology and hands-on ex- 
amples of uses for word pro- 
cessing, spreadsheets, data base 
management, graphics, and 
communications programs. 
WORD 6 

This course is designed to 
introduce the student to word 
processing using the Word for 
Windows word processing soft- 
ware program. Topics includ 
formatting and printing letters 
and reports, as well as using 
spell check, the thesaurus, and 
other word processing tools. 
WORDPERFECT 5.1 

This course is the most re- 
cent updating of the 
WordPerfect computer pro- 
gram. All aspects of this pro- 
gram are covered in detail.
